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Yurok EDC gets $6M 
grant for Orick facility 


Yurok Economic DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION 

ORICK — The Yurok Economic Development Cor- 
poration (YEDC) recently secured a $6 million grant 
from the U.S. Economic Development Agency to build a 
brand-new fuel mart, laundromat and tribal government 
offices within Yurok ancestral territory in Orick. 

“T would like to thank US EDA for making this 
much-needed investment in our community,” said Jo- 
seph L. James, chairman of the Yurok Tribe. “The state- 
of-the-art facility will be a great resource for local res- 
idents and Redwood National and State Parks visitors. 
The business will generate more than a dozen new jobs.” 

“These Economic Development funds for the Yurok 
Tribe will help provide the small town of Orick on the 
edge of Redwood National and State Parks a real boost,” 
added Rep. Jared Huffman. “This new facility will be a 
welcome gateway for travelers, whether they are using 
conventional vehicles or new electric models. This is 
a great match for the area and will help tourists orient 
themselves in Yurok Country and one of the most beau- 
tiful parks in the world.” 

Located in the footprint of the aging Shoreline Mar- 
ket, the economic development project will involve the 
construction of a stunning two-story building. The one- 
of-a-kind, approximately 6,000-square-foot structure 
will resemble a customary Yurok home with traditional 
basket designs on the exterior walls, pitched roofing and 
a round door. A minimart will occupy the first floor of 
the partially solar-powered facility. The laundromat will 
also be on the ground level, but it will have a separate 
entryway. The second story will contain tribal offices and 
two conference rooms. The US Highway 101-adjancent 
business will offer eight unleaded and high-flow diesel 
fuel pumps as well as multiple electric vehicle charging 
stations. The conventional fuel dispensers and electric 
charging stations will be open 24/7. 

The new facility was deliberately designed to serve 
as a gateway to welcome visitors to Orick. The Shoreline 
Market property is on the south side of Orick, in close 
proximity to one of the most picturesque stretches of 
the California coastline. It is also near Redwood Nation- 
al and State Parks’ Lady Bird Johnson Grove and the 
fabled Fern Canyon, which draws visitors from across 
the globe. Every year, approximately 1.5 million people 
spend time in the parks to enjoy the unspoiled beaches 
and hike through the tallest trees on the planet. 

“The Shoreline Market project represents real eco- 
nomic progress for the Orick community and the Yurok 
Tribe,” said the Yurok Economic Development Corpora- 
tion’s Executive Director Raymond Bacon. “This project is 
phase one in our long-term our plan to revitalize Orick.” 

The construction of the new Shoreline Market is ex- 
pected to begin in the first quarter of 2025. Since the 
start, the Yurok Tribal Council and YEDC have engaged 
the Orick community and will continue to do so as the 
project progresses. During the build, the current gas 
pump will remain open because there is only one fueling 
station in Orick. 

In 2020, the Yurok Tribal Council allocated funds to 
the YEDC for the purchase of the nine-acre Shoreline 
Market property. Following the acquisition, YEDC took 
over the management of the business. 

The town of Orick is roughly in the center of the 
Tribe’s ancestral territory on the coast. Orick is named 
after a traditional village called Owr-rekw. For millen- 
nia, prior to the arrival of European colonizers, Yurok 
people enjoyed a rich existence in the large village due 
to an extreme abundance of ocean and river resources, 
wild game and plant foods, all of which were carefully 
managed for maximum sustainability. 

The revitalization of Orick will ensure that Yurok 
people continue to remain connected to this part of the 
Tribe’s ancestral territory. The YEDC is working hard 
to build up the economy within the coastal town and 
throughout the Tribe’s homeland. 

The Yurok Development Corporation is the economic 
development branch of the Yurok Tribe. The YEDC owns 
and operates several businesses, including: Shoreline 
Market, Pem-mey Fuel Mart, Pek-tah Fuel Mart, Red- 
wood Yurok Canoe Tours, Redwood Hotel Casino, Abalo- 
ne Bar and Grill, Yurok Country Visitor Center, Klamath 
Jet Boat Tours, Yurok Alliance CDFI, Bluff Creek Resort, 
Redwood RV Park, Riverside RV Park and Requa Resort.

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representing the city, the 
union expressed interest in 
leasing out part of the hall. 

A lease approved by the 
City Council last week will 
make the hall available for 
two-and-a-half years, and 
then convert to a month- 
to-month lease. 

According to a_ staff 
report, the City will pay 
$1,600 per month starting 
Oct. 1, 2023. The City will 
be responsible for mainte- 
nance of the area it uses, 
and will pay utilities for the 
whole building. 

The city will have to 
make upgrades to meet 
American with Disabilities 
Act requirements, includ- 
ing creation of an ADA re- 
stroom and ingress/egress 
access ramp, before it can 


open to the public. 

The lease commenced 
on July 1, 2023, and will 
end Dec. 31, 2025 

The initial rent and 
needed improvements will 
be funded by the American 
Rescue Plan Act through 
December 2025. 

Other council business 

The council also unani- 
mously approved a “Green 
& Gold Corridor Crosswalk 
Design,” part of a host of 
beautification and connec- 
tivity features connecting 
the Cal Poly campus to 
downtown. 

The crosswalks will be 
installed across Eighth 
Street on G Street near the 
Cal Poly Campus Store, the 
four crosswalks at G and 
14th and the two cross- 


walks across L.K. Wood 
Boulevard at 14th Street. 

Along with high-visi- 
bility crosswalks with a 
CPH theme, a staff report 
specifies that new features 
include flying a Cal Poly 
Humboldt flag on the Pla- 
za, hanging the Cal Poly 
banner at Ninth and G 
streets at key times of the 
year, installing banners on 
street lights on G and 14th 
Streets celebrating Arcata 
as the proud hometown 
of Cal Poly Humboldt, 
and finally high-visibility 
crosswalks with a Cal Poly 
Humboldt theme. 

In addition, in summer 
2022 the city and Cal Poly 
sent a joint letter signed by 
the mayor and CPH Pres- 
ident Jackson to G and H 


Street property and busi- 
ness owners sharing about 
the Green & Gold Corridor 
plans, providing a Cal Poly 
window cling for business 
windows and inviting par- 
ticipation in  beautifica- 
tion. 

The council also unani- 
mously approved $100,000 
in unspent American Res- 
cue Plan Act (ARPA) funds 
originally intended for the 
now-defunct Arcata Main 
Street (AMS) to be directed 
to the Arcata Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The chamber has agreed 
to assume all the duties and 
responsibilities for cultivat- 
ing the business commu- 
nity and other downtown 
improvements previously 
contracted to AMS. 


STRs | Draft ordinance proposes 2 percent cap on units 
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Following a series of prior commu- 
nity workshops on a draft Short Term 
Rental (STR) ordinance, the commis- 
sion held a second one of its own on 
Oct. 5. 

With public comment taken at the 
prior workshop, last week’s gave com- 
missioners a chance to discuss the 
draft ordinance’s contents and make 
requests for changes. 

One of the most significant pro- 
visions of the most recent version of 
the ordinance is not allowing permit 
applications for new STRs for two 
months after regulations are in effect. 

The ordinance defines existing 
STRs are those that were in operation 
in the county unincorporated area 
any time before the effective date. 

The definition of “existing” in a pre- 
vious version of the draft was those in 
operation before June 6 of this year, 
as that’s when a 45-day moratorium 
on vacation rentals was approved by 
the Board of Supervisors. 

But with legal action against that 
date suggested during one of the pre- 
vious workshops, Planning Director 
John Ford said using the ordinance’s 
starting date is “the safest and the 
easiest to identify.” 

The date chosen by the board of 
supervisors is “too arbitrary from a 
legally-defensible standpoint,” he 
continued. 

Commission Chair Noah Levy re- 
ferred to one of the main issues su- 
pervisors were trying to address. 

“Are you concerned that having 
that date will lead to a rush of people 
trying to start up in the next couple of 
months?” he asked. 

Ford said after the board’s morato- 
rium lapsed, 32 new STR applications 


“popped up within a month so that is 
possible.” 

But based on comments from STR 
operators, it seems “the market is re- 
ally not there — it’s not as lucrative or 
incentivized as it once was so it’s not 
likely there’s a great demand for a lot 
of new people to jump into this now,” 
he continued. 

Commissioner Sarah West had 
concerns about the later date. “We 
have hopes for when we might adopt 
this but we don’t know when,” she 
said. “And for me, having that time to 
get onboard is a little bit at odds with 
what we're trying to accomplish.” 

Commissioner Iver Skavdal sug- 
gested a compromise date — Oct. 26, 
when the commission’s public hear- 
ing and presumed approval of the or- 
dinance is scheduled — and it gained 
consensus. 

When the discussion turned to 
permitting, West asked how the ordi- 
nance addresses STR units that have 
code violations. 

“That’s not currently written into 
the ordinance but it can be,” Ford 
said. 

“If you have an active code viola- 
tion, I’d be concerned about inviting 
people into your home for a busi- 
ness,” said West. 

“If it’s the consensus of the com- 
mission, we can certainly add that in,” 
Ford said. 

There was concern about STRs 
drawing complaints for minor vio- 
lations. Commissioners agreed that 
code violations should be defined as 
those under “active enforcement ac- 
tion.” 

Commissioners also considered 
the ordinance’s cap on total number 
of STRs. 


The draft ordinance proposes a 2 
percent of total housing units cap on 
STRs in the area from Rio Dell/Scotia 
to Trinidad. 

If the number of permitted STRs 
exceeds the 2 percent cap, no new 
permit applications will be allowed 
until the number drops below the 
threshold. 

During the previous workshop, 
planning staff said the county un- 
incorporated area’s total number of 
STRS — 567 units — represents 1.66 
percent of housing supply. 

Commissioner Thomas Mulder 
said he could support the total cap go- 
ing as high as 3 percent but West said 
given the housing supply concerns, 2 
percent is “already stretching it.” 

Skavdal agreed and the discussion 
moved on to another oft-discussed 
provision — not allowing transfers 
of permits from one owner to a new 
owner. 

It intends to prevent STR permits 
from becoming valuable “commodi- 
ties” leading to higher housing prices. 

“We're trying to protect housing 
availability and part of that is cost,” 
said Ford. 

Mulder said there’s been some 
public support for allowing a “legal 
pathway” for transferring STR enti- 
tlements from owners to their chil- 
dren or other family members. 

Levy said he’s open to that but 
West said it could be a “slippery 
slope.” Skavdal agreed with her. 

Sensing lack of consensus, Ford 
said he’d bring back options to con- 
sider. 

That and other alternatives to var- 
ious options will be mulled when the 
commission holds the Oct. 26 public 
hearing.

Walk to End Alzheimer’s builds community support for dementia caregivers

HUMBOLDT - Jeanne O’Neale is one of 
the top fundraisers on one of the top teams 
for the Alzheimer’s Association Walk to 
End Alzheimer’s in Humboldt County. 

The 8th annual Walk takes place Satur- 
day, Oct. 14 at the Adorni Center in Eure- 
ka. Registration starts at 9 a.m.; opening 
ceremony is at 10 a.m.; the Walk starts at 
10:30 a.m. There is no fee to register and 
no limit on the numbers of team members. 
Google “Alz Humboldt Walk” to register. 

Jeanne shares how she has been so suc- 
cessful and supports the community that 
she loves. 

A phone call 

One night, Jeanne O’Neale went to 
see a musical performance at Humboldt 
State University. She sat in the middle of 
her row and was enjoying the music when 
her cell phone buzzed. She sent the call to 
voicemail, but it buzzed again and then 
again. Realizing it must be urgent, when 
the song ended, she climbed over the 12 
people in her row to the exit. 

When Jeanne reached the lobby, she 
found it was her mother calling her. Quick- 
ly, she called her mother to find out what 
could be so urgent. “Mom was hysterically 
bawling,” said Jeanne. “She thought she 
forgot to check her blood sugar the day 
before and she was devastated. It took me 
15 minutes to calm her down, telling her it 
was Okay.” 

While Jeanne’s mom was never formal- 
ly diagnosed with dementia, it was clear 
to Jeanne and her family that she had it. 
Jeanne’s mom sadly died in 2011. 

Helping start the Walk 

Before Jeanne knew about her mother’s 
dementia, she opened a local branch of Vis- 
iting Angels, a senior home care agency, in 
Eureka, California. The founder of Visiting 
Angels strongly encouraged all Visiting 
Angels locations to start and/or participate 
in a Walk to End Alzheimer’s. However, at 
the time, the closest Walks were either in 
Redding, California or in Oregon and while 
Jeanne wanted to start a Walk in Eureka 
she just didn’t have the time. 

Fast-forward to 2016 when it was an- 
nounced that Walk to End Alzheimer’s was 
coming to Eureka. Jeanne knew she had 
to get involved. “I always felt guilty be- 
cause I didn’t have time to [start a Walk 
in my community],” said Jeanne. “The 
first [Walk manager] came and spoke to 
me, and I jumped on board. [She said she 
needed] to find a Presenting Sponsor and 
I said, ‘okay let’s do that!” 

Company incentives 

Seven years later and Jeanneis still sup- 
porting Walk every way she can, but espe- 
cially with fundraising. Jeanne loves com- 
peting for top fundraiser against fellow 
team member Lynn McKenna, who was

featured in our blog last year. “My goal is 
to beat her every year,” said Jeanne. “Lynn 
and I always push each other and bounce 
back and forth throughout the year.” 
Visiting Angel’s founder and CEO, 
Larry Meigs, offers additional donation 
incentives to encourage every one of his 
branches to raise funds. He donates up 


to $200,000 of his personal money to 


branches that meet certain criteria. This 
includes things like top fundraising team, 
largest team and most improved. 

Jeanne wants her team to be the one 
that gets the bulk of these rewards. “In 
2021 we were the number one team na- 
tionwide. We raised over $100 thousand. 
$50 thousand locally, $35 thousand from 
being the number one [Visiting Angels] 
team, $5,000 for the most team members 
and $5,000 for having the number one 
fundraiser.” 

In 2022 Jeanne’s team raised over $62 
thousand and were the second place Vis- 
iting Angels team. However, after receiv- 
ing their prize of $35,000 from the CEO 
it bumped them into first place by the end 
of the year. 

Jeanne has been one of the top 100 
Walk fundraisers nationwide for two 
years in a row. As of the writing of this 
article, Jeanne’s team has raised over 
$22,000 which is nearly $12,000 above 
the next top Visiting Angels team. When 
Jeanne was originally interviewed in Au- 
gust 2023, she stated that she hadn’t even 
really started fundraising this year, hav- 
ing raised around $2,000. In less than a 
month-and-a-half Jeanne is only $300 
short of her $10,000 goal. 

“My goal is to find a cure,” said Jeanne. 
“Funding research is super important. We 
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can’t find a cure without doing that. It’s 
nice to see the research is done all over the 
world and in so many countries and little 
Eureka can make a difference in that. ’m 
really proud of my community.” 
Fundraising ideas 

Jeanne does both her own personal 
fundraising as well as utilizing her com- 
pany to help raise funds. In addition to 
asking friends and family for donations to 
her page she also puts a magnet on her car 
that advertises the Walk. 

“T tell people about the walk,” said 
Jeanne. “It’s a morning event, not all day. 
The program is 30 minutes long. The Walk 
is more ceremonial. It’s to raise awareness 
and bring people together. You get to talk 
to vendors and find services. You don’t 
have to be on a team to come. There’s such 
a variety of ways people can participate 
and donate.” 

Building a team 

Getting her team to be one of the top 
teams isn’t ajob Jeanne can do alone. This 
is why she tries to get as many team mem- 
bers on her team as possible (of course the 
extra $5,000 incentive for top team from 
the CEO doesn’t hurt either). 

Jeanne encourages her staff to join the 
Visiting Angels team by setting up com- 
puters at work for them to easily log in 
and register. Then she recruits her fami- 
ly and friends from across the country to 
sign up on her team as well. Even if they 
can’t be with her on Walk day, they can 
still join her team. “My friends talk to me 
about what they're going through with 
their parents and I invite them to join our 
team and ask for a donation,” said Jeanne. 
“Communication is love and if you com- 
municate with people, it makes the world 
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a better place.” 
Calling for support 

In addition to fundraising, Visiting An- 
gels is this year’s Check-In sponsor and 
Jeanne is looking forward to connecting 
with so many people in her community. “I 
love connecting with people that need help 
and resources,” said Jeanne. “Seeing peo- 
ple that don’t feel alone anymore. When 
people first start to navigate life with Alz- 
heimer’s, everything is brand new. They 
have no idea how to navigate it.” 

Jeanne encourages people to use 
the Alzheimer’s Association 24/7 Helpline 
at (800) 272-3900). “People need to know 
there are resources,” Jeanne said. “The 
800 number is available anytime and you 
get help from a professional when dealing 
with an issue, even in the middle of the 
night. People need to know they’re not 
alone and they can get help.” 

Connecting community 

Jeanne shares stories of friends and 
strangers crying in her arms because 
they feel so alone in their dementia jour- 
ney. “People are out there on their own,” 
said Jeanne. “If I can connect them with 
resources, respite grants, [or other agen- 
cies], that is super valuable to our cus- 
tomers and the community. If I can hook 
people up to grants and organizations, it’s 
a win win even if Visiting Angels doesn’t 
get involved. 

“There are two types of people: helpful 
and not helpful. I want me and my compa- 
ny to be helpful. If someone calls asking for 
resources, even if you discover we’re not 
the solution, if we can be on the phone and 
give them our undivided attention then it’s 
a win. That’s what we need to do for people, 
help them maneuver this disease.”

So many elusive North American birds one can see, so little time 


er. Though I was able to find 

about 30 new birds in Greece, 
I still do not have a burning de- 
sire for extensive travel. Others 
have gone far and wide and got- 
ten exotic birds. I still have some 
North American birds I would 
love to see. 

Locally, I have never seen a 
snowy plover. On my yard list, 
I have failed to get a Brewer’s 
blackbird! However, I have man- 
aged to get quite a few rare birds 
here in Humboldt and environs. I 
recall the crested caracara during 
the Christmas bird count (also 
seen in abundance in Texas), 
the common greenshank just be- 
fore 9-11, a violet-crowned hum- 
mingbird in Trinidad (saw them 
in southeast Arizona), a tropical 
kingbird at the Humboldt Bay 
Refuge and a beautiful great gray 
owl at Patrick’s Point. 

Some birds that I would like to 
add to my life list are some that 
are rare visitors here. But, they 
are a possibility. 

A smew would be so cool be- 


[= in no way a world travel- 


cause it is a beautiful white duck 
with black markings. And, of 


course, a bird with such a name 
HAS to be interesting. 

I'd loved to say, “I 
had a great day yes- 
terday because I saw a 
smew!” Another funny 
named bird that wan- 
derers irregularly to 
Northern California is 
the frigatebird. He is a 
large black and white 
bird and sports a forked 
tail. Males have a huge 
red throat patch that 
can be inflated when 
displaying. 

On my first Christ- 
mas bird count here in Hum- 
boldt, my birding buddies would 
clap loudly in the marshy areas. 
The sound, apparently, mimics 
the sound of a clapper rail. 

Apparently, though not too 
common, these birds were 
around. I often clap to get my 
dog into the house, but clapping 
for a bird? It has probably been a 
long time since one was last seen.

However, I can’t help but clap a 
beat or two while visiting local 
marshy birding areas. 

I have visited a few areas more 
southerly, specifically for 
the California Condor. 
My field guide (© 1990) 
said that no birds were in 
the wild. All were in zoos 
and with captive breed- 
ing it stated they “may 
eventually be returned 
to the wild.” I noted in 
my field guide that some 
condors were released 
on Jan. 15, 1992! 

And rather recent- 
ly, some birds were re- 
leased locally in Hum- 
boldt. This one would be so great 
to see flying over my house. 

When birding in both South- 
east Arizona and again in the 
Rio Grande Valley of Texas, I 
had searched and hoped for the 
rose-throated becard. The clos- 
est I got was a dim view of a nest. 
It was pretty interesting as it is 
shaped into a globe near the end 
of tree branches. I also missed 


getting the elf owl there. 

Another trip or two got me close 
to glaciers and ice fields. I looked 
along the edges of the snow and 
ice for rosy finches. They have a 
pinkish belly and wings. No luck! 
With climate change, I am guess- 
ing I may never see one. 

On a trip to Louisiana (for Ca- 
jun music), I was intrigued with 
an information booth at the venue 
featuring the re-introduction of 
the whooping crane. I talked with 
the biologists about the birds. 

As with our areas condor re- 
leases, the locations were not 
advertised. However, a few days 
later we happened upon a na- 
ture trail where 3 or 4 flew off as 
we approached the observation 
deck. What a thrill! In fact, by 
this point, I was working toward 
my 500th bird on my life list. 

On a previous trip, my hus- 
band saw an all green bird in a 
low bush. I missed it. But with 
the location and habitat, he saw 
a female painted bunting. I was 
hoping I could finally get one 
(male, especially but a female 


would still be the big 5-0-0)! 

We went back to the bayou 
where the bird was previously 
seen plus talked to others about 
other areas in which I might gar- 
ner bird No. 500. 

One man pointed across a field 
and announced they “nest in that 
grove over there! There are quite 
a number of nesting birds in that 
area.” My heart was pounding 
with anticipation. After quite 
some time searching the area, 
nothing! 

With a life list of 499, going to 
Greece got me my 500th life bird. 
It was a red-rumped swallow. In 
fact, I got another 29 birds on 
that trip. I wasn’t not happy but 
I still long for my 500th North 
American bird. 

I still hope to travel to some 
areas within the USA to view 
more birds living on my “home” 
turf. Climate change is very hard 
on our native bird species with 
one-third in decline. I’d better 
get packing my bags! And, if I 
get lucky, you will be the first to 
know!

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Lassics lupine listed as endangered 


U.S. Fis AND WILDLIFE SERVICE 

ARCATA — The US. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
announced it will list the 
Lassics lupine, a plant spe- 
cies found only in Northern 
California, as endangered 
under the Endangered Spe- 
cies Act. 

This final rule, which 
includes a critical habitat 
designation, is based on the 
best available scientific and 
commercial information 
for the species. 

Primary factors contrib- 
uting to the plant’s decline 
include woody vegetation 
encroachment, pre-dis- 
persal seed predation, 
catastrophic wildfire, and 
reduced soil moisture due 
to drought associated with 
ongoing climate change. 

Lassics lupine is a 
tap-rooted, herbaceous 
perennial that grows to a 
height of less than six inch- 
es tall. The pink and white 
pea-like flowers of Lassics 
lupine provide nectar for 
many pollinator species, 
including three types of na- 
tive bees. 

The perennial plant is 
known to occur at high ele- 
vations around Mount Las- 
sic and Red Lassic on the 
border of Humboldt and 
Trinity counties in North- 
ern California. 

In addition to listing the 
species as endangered, the 
Service is also designating 


approximately 512 acres 
of critical habitat for Las- 
sics lupine in the portions 
of Humboldt and Trinity 
counties, where it occurs 
entirely on U.S. Forest 
Service land within the Six 
Rivers National Forest. 
“Lassics lupine is a spe- 
cial perennial found only in 
the remote mountainside 
soils of Northern Califor- 
nia. Because it has such a 
narrowly defined range, 
any habitat loss represents 
a serious threat,” said Vicky 
Ryan, assistant field super- 
visor of the Arcata Fish 
and Wildlife Office. “We’re 
grateful for our partnership 
focused on Lassics lupine 
conservation and_ habitat 
management with Six Riv- 
ers National Forest. This 
joint effort is crucial for 
recovery of this rare plant, 
and we are optimistic about 


its prospects.” 

As the ESA enters its 
50th year, it remains ex- 
traordinarily effective at 
preventing species from 
going extinct and has in- 
spired action to conserve 
at-risk species and their 
habitats before they need 
to be listed as threatened 
or endangered. 

Since it was signed into 
law in 1973, more than 99 
percent of all species listed 
under the Act are still with 
us today. The final rule to 
list the Lassics lupine was 
to publish in the Federal 
Register on Oct. 5, 2023.

; —_ = Department of Interior’s Bureau of Ocean Ener- 
gy Management has initiated efforts to lease large 
areas of the Pacific Ocean to businesses intend- 
ing to develop floating, large-scale electric power 
plants. Unlike most other areas where offshore 
wind turbines have been installed, the continental 
shelf in the windy region of the Pacific Northwest 
is narrow, severely limiting the opportunities to 
mount wind turbines on foundations fixed direct- 
ly to the seabed. Producing electricity from wind 
in the deep waters of the Pacific coast will involve 
the installation of hundreds of the largest wind 
turbines ever built mounted on massive floating 
foundations anchored to the seabed. Graybill will 
present an overview of the technology and chal- 
lenges associated with building, installing, main- 
taining, and distributing electricity produced 
using the winds that blow off our coast.
